Truman Bows 


In Nick of Time 


WASHINGTON—President Truman bowed 

out of the 1952 presidential race just in the nick 

of time, both for himself and for his party. . It 

was becoming clear from signs all around that he was at the point 
of losing control of his party. That was manifest among his own 
party in Congress as well as in the attitude of local leaders and the 


public in the cotntry. 


If the deterioration had gone much further, 


it would have been detrimental to his own prestige, which is 
important for the party since he still is its leader, and a handicap 


to the party in pulling itself together to nominate a successor. 


For 


that last task, his withdrawal at this time may enhance his influ- 
ence, retiring as he did with the old familiar Trumafi’ battle-cry. 


It was appropriate that he 
should give his answer, to assem- 
bled party leaders at their Jef- 
ferson-Jackson Day jamboree. 
That was considerate, for he 
thus passed on to them, well 
ahead of the convention, the 
problem of picking a new lead- 
er—the party’s first experience 
in 20 years, for since 1932, when 
Franklin D. Roosevelt was nomi- 
nated, the party succession has 
been determined by the word 
of one man, Mr. Roosevelt and 
then President Truman. Four 
and a half months, which is the 
time before the convention, will 
probably be no more than am- 
ple, for the confusion here 
among party leaders after his 
surprising announcement indi- 
cated the difficulties of the job 
ahead and the scramble in pros- 
pect for the prize. 


The President’s decision to 
step down was inevitable, as 
forecast months ago, last au- 
tumn, by this reporter. That 
forecast, repeated periodically 
since, emphasized, first, traits . 
of the Truman character—the 
fact that he is not the “indis- 
pensable man” type and that 
his regard for constitutional 
processes would lead him to 
follow the spirit of the new. 
22nd Amendment to the Con- 
stitution limiting presidents to 
two terms, even though he 
was specifically exempted. , 


Other considerations cited 
then included his devotion to 
his party—he is a strong man, 
first, last and -always—which, 
being an astute politician, he 
could see clearly was threatened 
by dissension if he again were 
the candidate, not only from the 
South but from other quarters. 

Since that time the dissension 
factor. has multiplied. The 
South now has put a solid and 
respected candidate in the field, 
Senator Russell of Georgia, in- 


dicating the determination to 
prevent the President’s re-elec- 
tion if nominated. A still young- 
er man, Senator Kefauver of 
Tennessee, the crime crusader, 
has aroused a great popular fol- 
lowing, defeating the President, 
himself, in the first primary test 
in New Hampshire, all of which 
reflects the desire of Democrats 
generally to shake off the cor- 
ruption tag, and of younger 
Democrats for new and fresh 
faces. 

How the party rank and file, 
as well as many of the leaders, 
are trying to disassociate them- 
selves from the President is il- 
lustrated not only by such de- 
velopments, but by the manifest 
effort of promoters of another 
candidate, Gov. Adlai Stevenson 
of Illinois, reputedly the Presi- 
dent’s choice, to have him pre- 
sented in his own right, rather 
than as the Truman candidate. 

That, for such a convention 
which now appears in prospect, 
is sound strategy. For it obvi- 
ously is going to be a fluid and 
flexible affair, open to all sorts 
of , negotiations, bargains and 
compromises. There will be a 
bevy of candidates with blocks 
of delegates—Senator Russell, 
Senator Kefauver, Governor 
Stevenson and Sen. Robert 8S. 
Kerr of Oklahoma, 

It appears now that Governor 
Stevenson will emerge as the 
favorite of the Truman bloc at 
the convention.

Boston Bank Looks South 
At ‘Migration of Industry’ 


Considers Consumer Market 


Dominant Factor in Change 


By ALEX JOINER 


‘The First National Bank 


of Boston took a baleful loo 


at the South in its current monthly letter which assesses the 


“migration of industry.” 


And, it concludes, older industrial regions of the nation 
are going to have to ‘“‘do something” to improve competitive 


conditions. 
The migration to Dixie and the 


West has been motivated by many, 


forces and has varied by indus- 
tries. But, the New England let- 
ter points out, the dominant one 
is the consumer market. 

It cites a study made -by an 
NPA committee of 88 new firms 
locating in the South in the post- 
war period. The report § shows 
that 45 per cent were primarily 
orientated to their market, 30 per 
cent to materials and 25 per cent 
to labor. 

POPULATION INCREASE 

During the past 20 years, it 
continues, population of the South 
Atlantic states has increased 32 
per cent against a gain of 13 per 
cent in New England and the 
Middle Atlantic states. From 1957 
to 1950, individual incomes in the 
South increased by 245 per cent 
compared with a national average 
of 200 per cent. 

“It is only natural,’ the bank 
says, ‘that industries, in order to 
better service customers and to 
gave on transportation and is- 
tribution costs, would be attracted 
to sections with growing markets 
for consumer and industrial 
goods.”’ 

There also is the labor factor, 
the letter adds. which has been 
the main cause of the migration 
of the apparel, machinery. shoe 
‘and textile industries. And it’s not 
because of wage differentials but 
because of labor ‘“‘trouble’’ in 
established centers, the report 
states. 


SUBSIDY ROLE MINOR 


Subsidies being offered in some 
Southern states -—- tax exemptions, 
nominal rents and the like—play 
oniy a minor role if the major 
moving factors are favorable, the 
bank concludes.

Soviet Orders 
Cut in Prices 


Of Foodstuffs 


By EDDY GILMORE 

MOSCOW, March 31—2—For 
the fifth time in five years, the 
Soviet government ordered reduc- 
tions Monday in the prices of food- 
stuffs sold stores. The 
new prices are effective Tuesday. 

The last such reduction came 
Feb. 28, 1951. Then, as Monday 
night, the Moscow Radio gave the 
news to the people of the Soviet 
Union. ) 

In addition to about 50 items of 
foodstuff, prices on hotel rooms 
were reduced by 15 per cent and 
books by one per cent. 

Foodstuff reductions ranged 
from 10 to 30 per cent. Some 
wheat types of bread went down 
12 to 15 per cent; black bread 12: 
sugar 10; meat 15: chicken 15; 
geese and turkey 20; salt 30: 
butter 15. 

The price of vodka, incidentally, 
was not reduced. 

Announcements of price cuts 
have more propaganda value for 
the Soviet government than they 
have realistic effect on the pur- 
chasing possibilities of the public. 

Most materials are priced well 
above the reach of the average 
Soviet resident. Just what actual 
priecs are in Russia is kept from 
the outside world by censorship. 
Those, however, who are certain 
to benefit from the reductions are 
members of the privileged class 
in Soviet Russia's ‘‘classless so- 
ciety.”’ 

Estimating the average Soviet 
wage at the recognized figure of 
700 rubles a month and supposing 
an American made the same num- 
ber of dollars monthly as the 
Russian makes rubles, the Amcr- 
ican would pay well over $1 for a 
guart of milk and over $15 for a 
pound of sweet butter. Soup meat 
would cost more than $7 a pound. 

The official exchange is four 
rubles to one VU. S. dollar. The 
percentages the Russians give in 
these announcements are mean- 
ingless, since they give no figures 
upon which to apply the percent- 
age.

Uncle Sam is paying more than $2,000,000 a vear for building 
space in Atlanta, H. FE. Harman Jr., regional! director of the General 
services Administration, disclosed. 

Currently, the government is renting 1,288,368 square feet of 
space in Atlanta for which it pays $2,007,000.70. he said. The average 
rental for government space here is $1.55 per square foot. This figure 
takes into consideration government warehouse space renting for 
considerably less than office building space. 

The government-rented space is located all over the city. 

Uncle Sam's $2,000,000 annual rent bill here compares with $80.- 
399.75 in Charlotte, N. C. There the government rents 68,942 square 
feet of space and pays annual rent of $80,399.75, or $1.16 per square 
foot. | .
